LONDON, June 11.—A dispatch from 
Cardiff says that the Glasgow stéam- 
ship Strathcarron, 2887 tons, was tor. 
pedoed yesterday without warning by a 
German submarine while outward bound 
from Barry. The crew which put off in 
boats was rescued by a steamer and 
landed here. 

The Strathcarron sailed from Havre 
May 28 for Barry, where she arrived 
June 2 and was reported to have entered 
the Government service. 

The Russian bark Thomasina has been 
sunk by a German submarine off the 
southwest coast of Ireland. The mem- 
bers of the crew of the sailing ship 
have been landed at Queenstown.

Ne Warning Given. 

The captain of the Otago and the 
crew of 16 were landed today in the 
Tyne by the Danish steamer Veratyr. 
They say no warning wus given before 
the Otago was torpedoed. The attack 
occurred in the North Sea. 

This activity on the part of the Ger- 
mans followed the sinking, reported yes- 
terday, of the British torpedo boats 
No. 10, which was 166 feet long, and the 
No. 12, which was 172 feet long. Each 
carried a complement of 3% men, and 
it was said that the total number res- 
cued was only 41. 

The British trawlers Tunisian, Caster, 
Qui Vive and Edward and the steamer 
Erna Boldt, 104 tons, also were sunk 
recently.

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ISTRYCHNINE IN 
THE STOMACH Ot 
INDIANA CORONER} 


Died Suddenly When Federal 


Inquiry Began Into Mailing of 
Poison to Many Persons. 


NINE SUSPICIOUS DEATHS 

Investigation Continued—An- 

nouncement of Inquest Verdict 
to Be Public Occasion. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

SPENCER, Ind., June 11.—Strychnine, 
the poison used in the sample bottles 
of quinine which 22 residents of Owen 
County are known to have received, and 
which is believed to have caused the 


death of nine persons here, was found 
in the stomach of former Coroner F. 
E. Drescher by Dr. R. P. Noble, a chem- 
ist of Indianapolis, according to his 
official report which reached Acting 
Coroner McClure today. 

Drescher died suddenly June 2, after 
Fostoffice' inspectors began investigat- 
ing the mailing of the poisoned quinine. 
The official report was to be made pub- 
lic at 2 o'clock. A special reader, was 
engaged and announcement of the re- 
port and the Acting Coroner’s verdict 
was to be a public occasion. The people 
ef the county have been anxiously 
rawaiting the report. 

When the report was received at 10 
o’clock, the d#@ecting Coroner, Deputy 
Prosecutor Duncan and two physicians 
went into executive session. Acting 
Coroner McClure told a Post-Dispatch 
1eporter the report was in such com- 
plicated terms it would require several 
hours to gain a complete understanding 
of it: 

He said it announced that strychnine 
had been found in the stomach, but 
under circumstances which indicated 
that it had probably been introduced 
into the body by hypodermic injection. 
No blood was taken from the body for 
test as to hypodermic injection. 

Drescher died about 7 p. m. An au- 
topsy was made by Dr. C. F. Gray 
about midnight and the stomach was re- 
moved. When, later, it was thought 
advisable to have a blood test made, it 
was found that an undertaker, a friend 
of Drescher, had arrived at 1:40 a. m. 
from Indianapolis on a freight train and 
embalmed the body. 

There is nothing in thé report which 
interferes with our preconceived ideas 
of the case, said McClure. “It is a 
mighty hard report, to. understand, and, 
in view of the intense public interest 
in the case, | must take great pains in 
preparing a verdict before having it 
filed and read.“ 

J cannot quite get at the bottom of 
the report,“ said Prosecutor Duncan. 


“There was poison in the stomach, but 


the report is filled with theories as to 
how it reached there and whether or not 
the amount might have caused death. 

“Of course, so far as the prosecutor's 
office is concerned, the verdict will 
simply mean that we may be able to 
narrow our.search for the poison re- 
sponsible for this attempt at wholesale 
murder. We are going to get the men, 
and the verdict in the Drescher case 
has but little bearing upon the serious 
situation.”

OUT OF CORRAL, 
OVERRUN 3 TOWNS 


Stampeded by Storm, Animals 
Dash Through Woodriver, 
East Alton and Benbow City. 


HEAVY DAMAGE CAUSED 


Gardens, Fences and Trees De- 
stroyed, Trains Delayed and 
Autoist Injured. 


Nearly 6000 war 
chased by the British and French Gov- 
ernments, escaped from a stockade of 


stout timbers and barbed wire entangle- 
ments at East Alton this morning when 
frightened by an electrical storm, de- 
layed two passenger trains for more 
than an hour, injured an automobilist 


Benbow City and Woodriver, frightening 
the inhabitants and causing much dam- 
age. 

The stampeding horses, sufficient in 
number to mount four cavalry regi- 
ments, overran American Bottoms 
farms and truck patches, trampled 
flower gardens and damaged Shade 
trees in the three towns. 

Today there was the unusual scene 
of an old-time Wild West roundup, al- 
most at the gates of St. Louis. 

British and French army officers and 
“cowboys’’ from the National Stock- 
yards in East St. Louis, all carrying 
leriats und some wearing fuzzy, furry 
chaps, like the rough-riding actors in 
the movies, ranged over a stretch of 
country several miles in- extent, trying 
t head off stampeding groups of the 
horses and drive them back to the con- 
centration camp. 

The frigntened animals ran back and 
forth through the streets of the three 
tewns. At intervals there would be 
cries of Here they come,“ and then 
the villagers would rush to cover. 
Women were afraid to venture on the 
streets and children were kept home 
from school. 

100 Feet of Fence Broken Down. 

The horses escaped about midnight 
when lightning was flashing and 
thunder was bringing up its heavy 
artillery. They broke down more 
than 100 feet of stout board fence 
and burst through an outer corral ot 
barbed wire. 

When the Chicago & Alton passén- 
ger train, which left St. Louls at mid- 
night, reached Wood River, eight 
miles south of Alton, the headlight 
showed hundreds of horses on the 
right of way. Before the engineer 
could stop he ran into the rear guard 
of the stampeding army horses, kill- 
ing eight of them. 

Because of the compact mass of 
horses cn the track the train was de- 
layed about an hour. After trying in 
vain to drive the horses from the 
right of way, members of the train 
crew opened fire on them with revol- 
vers, killing two. The sound of the 
shooting seemed to frighten the oth- 
ers and they retreated. 

Another Train Delayed. 

The Chicago & Eastern Illinois pas- 
senger train, due in St. Louis at 2 a. m., 
was delayed an hour and a half by the 
horses. 

Near Edwardsville five of the horses 
died from eating green corn. Up to 
noon 23 were reported to be dead from 
eating corn or from being struck by 
trains. 

All through the night, raiding parties 
of the equine army made frequent raids 
on East Alton, Benbow City and Wood 
River. — 

They swept through the streets in 
large bodies, knocking down young 
shade trees, destroying fences and 
trampling gardens. 

James Chessen of East Alton, a noted 
horseman, rounded up 50 of the stam- 
peding cavalry mounts in his barnyard 
early today and is holding them for ran- 
som. He said they showed their foraging 
appetite by eating le ves from his shade 
trees and that they also caused other 
damage to his property. Chessen said 
he would hold the horses until reim- 
bursed for his losses. 

About 100 persons who had been on 3 
steamboat excursion to Alton were ter- 
rorized by the horses while going from 
the lariding at East Alton to their 
homes. 


In this party was neue Wuesten- 
feldt, who, with four friends, started 
from East Alton for Woodriver in an 
automobile. They had gone about half 
the distance when a group of the stam- 
peding British and French horses 
‘crossed their path. One of the horses 
kicked Wuestenfeldt as he sat in the 
automobile. Three of his ribs were bro- 
ken. Other members of his party were 
not injured. 

A Stockyards expert recently said the 
average price paid by the British and 
French for horses in the St. Louls mar- 
ket since the war began was $180 a 
head. Figuring on this basis, $900,000 
worth of army mounts broke out of the 
stockade. 

All of the horses were branded when 

purchased at the National Stockyards 
and can be identified by these markings.

Public Service Commission Or- 
dérs Accountants to Exam- 
iné Property and Books. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jine 11.—-The 
Putlic Service Commission today or- 
dered its expert accountants and en- 
gineers to make an examination of the 
property and plant of the Union Electric 
Light and Power o. as a basis for eg- 
ulating ils rates. 

The order was made in connection 
with proceedings instituted because of 
the complaint of the Engineers’ Incita- 
tion Club of St. Louis, in which it wus 
charged that many of the rates were 
unreasonably high, while cthers are un- 
reasonabiy low, and that there is a dif- 
ference of 1000 per cent between its 
highest rate and its lowest rate. 

The complaint also charges the Union 
Electric company is paying the Missis- 


sippi River Power Co. an unnecessarily 
high rate for current, as originally 
brought out by the Post-Dispatch. 


The Mississippi River Power Co. was 
organized and is owned by the North 
American Co., which owns the Union 
Electric. The former acts as an inter- 
mediary or middleman, buying power | 
from the Keokuk dam company and 
selling it to the Union Electrsc. 

The order of the commission also di- 
rects the Union Electric Co. to file state- 
ments taken from its records showing 
the following facts: Balance sheet of 
Dec. 31, 1914; trial balance of general 
ledger before closing: an analysis of in- 
vestment in equipment and plant in 
service; analysis of other investments 
showing clearly land, building and 
equipment not used im operation; an 
analysis of capital stock account, show- 
ing for what consideration all stock was

WASHINGTON, June 11, —Lieut. Brau- 
er and certain Of the crew“ of the Ger- 
man commerce raider, Prinze Eitel 
Friedrick, who left the ship before she 
was formally 
returned at the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
are believed to have left the country. 
Customs Collector, Hamilton at Norfolk 
made this report today to the Treasury 
Department. 

Special agents of the Department of 
Justice now are conducting an investi- 
gation at the instance of the State Do- 
partment, to which Collector Hamilton's 
report was referred. It appears that 
Brauer and the men were not on pa- 
role, because the ship had not been in- 
terned, but Collector Hamilton under- 
stood he had the word of Capt. Thierich. 
ens that none of his officers or\men 
would leave the vicinity of Newport 
News while the stattis of the cruiser was 
in suspense. 

It has come to my attention,’ Col 
lector Hamilton reported today, “that 
one Lieut. Brauer, who was either the 
first officer or the executive officer 
of the Prince Eitel Friedrich when she 
arrived at Newport News, Va., March 
10, 1915, has left the ship. There is also 
reason to believe that Lieut. Brauer 
may have left the United States and 
that certain other members of the crew 
of the Prince Eitel Friedrich, who were 
aboard the ship when she arrived March 
10, are not now aboard and may possi- 
bly have also left the United States 
with Lieut. Brauer. 

“The commander of the Prinz Eitel 
Friedrich admits that Lieut. Brauer is 
not now aboard. He states that Lieut. 
Brauer left the Prinz Eitel soon. after 
her arrival at Newport News, as did 
also members of the crew who may not 
now be aboard, and asserts that since

to German Reply to Note on the Lusitania 


WASHINGTON, June 11.

reply to the note following the sinking of the Lusitania, is 
as follows: 
THE SECRETARY OF STATE AD INTERIM TO THE AMERICAN 
AMBASSADOR TO BERLIN: 


: Department of State, Washington, June 9, 1915. 
American Ambassador, Berlin: 


You are instructed to deliver textually the following note to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs: 


In compliance with your excellency’s request, I did not fail to trans- 


mit to my Government immediately upon their receipt your note of May 


28 in reply to my note of May 15, and your supplementary note of June 1 
setting forth the conclusions so far as reached by the Imperial German 


Government concerning the attacks on the American steamers Cushing 


and Gulflight. I am now instructed by my Government to commysicate 
the following in reply: 


The Government of the United States notes with gratification the 
full recognition by the Imperial German Government, in discussing the 
cases of the Cushing and the Gulflight, of the principle of freedom of all 
parts of the open sea to neutral ships and the frank willingness of the 
Imperial German Government to acknowledge and meet its liability 
where the fact of attack upon neutral ships ‘‘whieh have not been 
guilty of any hostile act, by German aircraft or vessels of war is satis- 
factorily established; and the Government of the United States will in 
due course lay before the Imperial German Government as it requests, 
full information concerning the attack on the steamer Cushing. 


Case of the Sinking of the Falaba. 


With regard to the sinking of the steamer Falaba, by which an 
American citizen lost his life, the Government of the United States is 
surprised to find the Imperial German Government contending that an 
effort on the. part of a merchantman to escape capture and secure as- 
sistance alters the obligation of the officer seeking to make the eap- 
ture in respeet of the safety of the lives of those on board the mer- 
chantman, although the vessel has ceased ber attempt to escape when 
torpedoed. 

These are not new circumstances. They have been in the minds 
of statesmen and of international jurists throughout the development of 
naval warfare, and the government of the United States does not under- 


stand that they have ever been held to alter the principles of humanity 


upon which it has insisted. Nothing but actual forcible resistance or con- 
tinued efforts to eseape by flight when ordered to stop for the purpose 
of visit on the part of the merchantmen has ever been held to forfeit 
the lives of her passengers or crew. The government of the United 
States, however, does not understand that the Imperial German govern- 
ment is seeking in this case to relieve itself of liability, but only intends 
to set forth the circumstances which led the commander of the sub- 
marine to allow himself to be hurried into the course which he took. 

Your excellency’s note, in discussing the loss ef American lives re- 
sulting from the sinking of the steamship Lusitania, adverts at some 
length to certain information which the Imperial German government 
has received with regard to the character and outfit of that vessel, and 
your excellency expresses the fear that this information may not have 
been brought to the attention of the government of the United States. 

It is stated in the note that the Lusitania was undoubtedly equipped 
with masked guns, supplied with trained gunners and special ammuni- 
tion, transporting troops from Canada, carrying a cargo not permitted 
under the laws of the United States to a vessel also carrying passengers, 
and serving, in virtual effect, as an auxiliary to the naval forces of 
Great Britain, 


Lasitania Not Armed for Offense. 


Fortunately these are matters concerning which thy Government of 
the United States is in a position to give the Imperial German Govern- 
ment official information. Of the facts alleged in your excellency’s note, 
if true, the Government of the United States would have been bound to 
take official cognizance in performing its recognized duty as a neutral 
power and in enforcing its national laws. It was its duty to see to it 
that the Lusitania was not armed for offensive action, that she was not 
serving as a transport, and that she did not carry a cargo prohibited by 
the statutes of the United States, and that if in fact she was a naval 
vessel of Great Britain she should not receive clearances as a merchant- 
man and it performed that duty and enforced its statutes with scrupu- 
lous vigilance through ite regularly constituted officials. It is able, there- 
fore, to assure the Imperial Government that it has been misinformed. 

If the Imperial German Government should deem itself to be in pos- 
session of convincing evidence that the officials of the Government of 
the United States did not perform these duties with thoroughness the 
Government of the United States sincerely hopes that it will submit that 
evidence for consideration. 

Whatever may be the contentions of the Imperial German Govern- 
ment regarding the carriage of contraband of war on board the Lusi- 
tania or regarding the explosion of that material by the torpedo, it need 
only be said that in the view of this Gevernment these contentions are 
irrelevant to the question of the legality of the methods used by the 
German naval authorities in sinking the vessel. 


Principles of Humanity Are Involved. 


But the sinking of passenger ships involves principles of humanity 
which throw into the background any special circumstances of detail that 
may be thought te affect the cases, principles which lift it, as the Im- 
perial German Government will no doubt be quick to recognize and ac- 
knowledge, out of the clase of ordinary subjects of diplomatic discus- 
sion or of international controversy. 

Whatever be the other facts regarding the Lusitania, the principal 
fact is that a great steamer, primarily and chiefly a conveyance for 
passengers and carrying more than a thousand souls, who had no Lagan

so much ag a challenge or warning, and that men, women and children 
were sent to their death in circumstances unparalleled in modern war- 
fare. The fact that more than 100 American citizens were among those 
who perished made it the duty of the Government of the United States 
to speak of tl ese things and once more, with solemn emphasis, to cah 
the attention of the Imperial German Government to the grave respon- 
sibility which the Government of the United States conceives that it has 
incurred in this tragic occurrence, and to the indisputable principle upon 
which that responsibility rests. 

The Government of the United States is contending for something 
much greater than mere rights of property or privileges of commerce, 
It is contending for nothing less high and sarred than the rights of 
humanity, which every Government honors itself in respecting and which 
no Government is justified in resigning on behalf of those under its 
care and authority. Only her actual resistance to capture or refusal 
to stop when ordered to do so for the purpose of visit could have 
afforded the commander of the submarine any justification for so much 
as putting the lives of those on board the ship in jeopardy. 

This principle the Government of the United States understands 
the explicit instructions issued on Aug. 3, 1914, by the Imperial German 
Admiralty to its commanders at sea to have recognized and embodied, 
as do the naval codes of all other nations, and upon it every traveler and 
seaman had a right to depend. It is upon this principle of humanity, 


as well as upon the law founded upon this principle, that the United 
States must stand. 


Good Offices Open to Belligerents. 


The Government of the United States is happy to observe that. Your 
Excellency’s note closes with the intimation that the Imperial German 
Government is willing, now as before, to accept the good offices of the 
United States in an attempt to come to an understanding with the Gov- 
eroment of Great Britain by which the character and conditions of the 
war upon the sea may be changed. The Government of the United 
States would consider it a privilege thus to serve its friends and the 
world. It stands ready at any time to convey to either Government an 
intimation or suggestion the other may be willing to have it convey, and 
cordially invites the Imperial German Government to make use of its 
services in this way at its convenience. The whole world is concerned 
in anything that may bring about even a partial accommodation of 
interests or in any way mitigate the terrors of the present distressing 
conflet. 

In the meantime, whatever arrangement might happily be made be- 
tween the parties to the war, and whatever may in the opinion of the 
Imperial German Government have been the provocation or the eireum- 
stantial justification for the past acts of its commanders at sea. the 
Government of the United States confidently looks to see the justice 
and humanity of the Government of Germany vindicated in all cases 
where Américans have been wronged or their rights as neutrals invaded. 


Renews Representations of Note of May 15. 


The Government of the United States therefore very earnestly and 
very solemnly renews the representations of its note transinitted to the 
Imperial German Government on the 15th of May, and relies in these 
representations upon the principles. of humanity, the universally recog- 
vized understandings of international law, and the ancient friendship of 
the German nation. 

The Government of the United States cannot admit that the proc- 
lamation of a war zone from which neutral ships have been warned to 
keep away may be made to operate as in any degree an abandonment 
of the rights either of American shipmasters or of American citizens 
bound on Jawful errands as passengers on merchant ships of belligerent 
nationality. It does not understand the Imperial German Government 
to question those rights. 

It understands it, also, to accept as established beyond question the 
principle that the lives of noncombatants cannot lawfully or rightfully 
be put in jeopardy by the capture or destruction of an unresisting mer- 
chantman, and to recognize the obligation to take sufficient precaution 
to ascertain whether a suspected merchantman is in fact of belligerent 
nationality or is in fact carrying contraband of war under a neutral flag. 

The Government of the United States therefore deems it reasonable 
to expect that the Imperial German Government will adopt the measures

CAN’T SEE AMERICAN VIEW 


Teuton Public Heartily Approves 
Submarine Warfare —Reces- 
sion Might Mean Crisis.

BERLIN, June 9, via London, June 
ll.—The resignation of Bryan is the 
sensation of the day. The news was 
contained in a four-word diépatch from 


London, printed in a noon paper. Small 
as the item was, it created a big stir, 


‘especially. in governmental circles, the 


general ‘public not realising the possi- 
ble significance attached until some 
hours later. 

The noon papers had nothing but 
“Secretary Bryan has resigned,“ but it 
was the biggest political news since the 
deciaration of war by Italy. In gov- 
ernmental circles the resignation was 
quickly attributed to differences with 
President Wilson over the note to Ger- 
many. This was confirmed by meager 
additional details in the afternoon pa- 
pers in the form of a Reuter dispatch, 

rom the moment of the announce- 


men: in the noon papers, the American 


embassy became of great interest to 
German newspapers. Ambassador Ger- 
ard, however, had no Information other 
than papers and dispatches received by 
American correspendents—in fact, had 
had no word from the State Department 
in three days, and aside from press dis- 
patches; had not even authentic advices 
that President Wilson was about to sen 
a note to Germany. except a cablegram 
to me from the Bost- Dispatch. The Am- 
bass dor could tell inquirers only that 
he was as much surpriscd as were the 
Germans. 
Germans Feared a Break. 

The announcement of the resignation 
together with the confirmation a few 
hours later, of what already had oeon 
surmised, struek a note of gravity in 
the German-American situation which, 
so far. it had not contained In goes 
ernmental quarters the greatest reserve 
was exercised when I endeavored to 
sound officials on the impression made 
by the resignation. It was evident chat 
some, at least, regarded it as an om- 
inous forerunner of the contents of the 
note. For the first time, the possibility 
of a break in the relations of the two 
countries looms up in the eyes of those 
who till now were ‘ilisinclined to view 
the situation in that hght. 

This is undoubtedly due largely to the 
fact that the German public has no idea 
whatever of the state of the public 
mind in America, and the Government 
is but little better informed. The Gov- 
ernment cannot communicate officially 
with Count von Bernstorff, nor he with 
the Government, and even open com- 
munication by wireless is not extensive, 
because of the limitations of wireless 
and the fact that it is all caught by the 
English and French. The press is whoi- 
ly dependent for information from Amer- 
ica upon the English press, and its 
American dispatches are always dis- 
counted. 

Approve Submarine Warfare. 

Then, too, doubt is expressed whether 
President Wilson is fully aware of the 
state of the public mind in Germany, 
which not only fully approves Admiral 
von Tirpitz’s warfare, but believes ‘ 
the most efficient and effective weapon 
so far used against England, and this 
belief is shared by the army and navy, 

In trying to ascertain the impression 
made by the resignation of Mr. Bryan, 
I talked today with men in touch with 
the army, navy and Government, and 
one of these officials hinted that any 
attempt of the Government to climb 
down, in face of the public insistence 
that the submarine warfare continue. 
might precipitate a ministerial crisis. 


An important military officer sald: 
“Of course, if America deliberately 
places Germany in a position where a 
break is inevitable, we can do nothing 
to prevent it, but I do not wish it any 
more than Germany does. 

“We have enough enemies; it would 
be madness to bring more upon us, if 
it can be avoided in any way consistent 
with our honor and prestige. 


“War Would be Senseless.” 
War between America and Germany, 
or even a diplomatic break, is so sense- 
less, sO unnecessary, if both sides ve- 
main in their right senses, that 1 alm - 
ply cannot believe in it. 

“Some way must be found out of 
this, and I am sure it can b found if 
there is good will and friendly in- 
tention on both sides.“

“The German Government in all 
cases in which it has been shown by 
its investigations that a neutral ship, 
not itself at fault, was damaged by 
German submarines or aviators, has 
expressed regret over the unfortu- 
nate accident, and, if justified by 
conditions, has offered indemnifica- 
tion. 

“The cases of the Cushing and 
Gultlignt will be treated on the same 
principles.

It is apparent that the President is 
determined to give Germany every 
chance to put herself in accord with the 
practices of civilized warfare and to 
make it as easy as possible for the Ger- 
man Government to accede to the de- 
mands of the United States Government. 

No conscience less sensitive than that 
of William J. Bryan—and there are no 
such sensitive consciences in Germany, 
or, indeed, in Europe—could possibly be 
shocked by the President's language or 
by the tone of his reply. Had it not been 
for the mad performance of Mr. Bryan 


heaven and a new earth in international 
affairs by his personal flat, we think the 
note, on the whole, would have been a 
disappointment to a majority of the 
American people.

The summer season opens much ke 
that of former years, so far as re- 
sources available to the St. Louis Pure 
Milk Commission and the Free Ice and 
Sick Diet Circle of the King’s Daugh- 
ters are concerned—there are virtually 
none. There was a modest balance re- 
maining from the 1914 fund after meet- 
ing all obligations of the two benev- 
olent institutions, but this was em- 
ployed for relief during the winter 
months, as they are never idle when 
there is need. 

The rather sudden change in tem- 
perature from early spring coelness 
to a midsummer warmth,’ operated as 
suddenly in creating demand for ice 
and milk. They must be free to reach 
the tenements in appreciable quantity, 
and it is imperative that the heat-dis- 
tressed children of the poor receive pure 
milk if they are to escape disease and 
death. These essentials can reach them 
only through benevolent channels, and 
these can be made most effective—if not 
solely effective—through the army of 
children constituting the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund. 

“Demand is greater than ever be- 
fore,“ Mrs. Joseph S. McIntyre, presi- 
dent of the Free Ice and Sick Diet 
Circle of King’s Daughters, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, in discussing 
the question of free ice for babies in in- 
digent families. : 

„We will avail ourselves of the free 
ice offered by the Polar Wave Co. as far 
as practicable,“ she continued, “but the 
main relief, I believe, must be expected 
through the children and the Post-Dis- 
patch, working together to provide an 
adequate supply. Last year we were 
furnished ice by the Polar Wave at a re- 
duced price, but that concession has this | 
year been refused.” : 

A similar situation was reported by 
Herbert E. Mortland, secretary of the 
St. Louis Pure Milk Commission.

Decrease in Mortality. 

The vital statistics of the city show 
that the mortality among children was 
materially lowered in the last two sum- 
mers as a result of the efficient work 
and generous support of the Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund. This was the case 
from the outset of this beneficent, un- 
dertaking on the part of the children, 
but it naturally became more apparent 
as the machinery for relief was per- 
fected from year to year.

It has been done by the unob- 
trusive but intensely earnest effort on 
the part of thousands of the city’s chil- 
dren. There have deen no organized 
street campaigns for contributions from 
men, Women and children. Among 
themselves, the children have gone about 
organizing entertainments, getting up 
their own sketches, rehearsing them 
and filling in with music and dances 
according to their own ideas. Then

AFFAIRS OF CLOSED | 
DE SOTO BANK 10 
‘BE INVESTIGATED 


Private Institution Suspended 
When Otis M. Monroe, 
Owner, Died April 9. 


The affairs of the Jefferson County 
Bank of De Soto, Mo., which has been 
closed since . pril 9, will be investigated 
by the next grand jury in that county, 
which will meet in Hillsboro ih Sep- 
tember. Prosecuting’ Attorney Klein- 
schmidt today told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter, by long-distance telephone, that 


he had found sufficient facts to warrant 
a grand jury inquiry, but that he prob- 
ably would not ask for a special grand 
jury. 

The bank, a private institution, was 
closed on the day when its owner, Otis 
M. Munroe, died, and it has not since 
been open. Monroe had been ill for more 
than a year, and during that time the 
bank’s affairs had been in full charge 
of his son, Robert B. Monroe. 

Depositea Were $120,000. 

According to Robert Monroe, the de- 

posits at the time of closing were about 
$120,000. The banks total labilities March 
4 when the last statement was issued, 
were $160,453.39. 
, Depositors and business men are 
agreed in Nhe opinion that they will re- 
ceive, in the final settlement, much less 
than the full amount of their claims, 
and some are said to have offered to sell 
their claims for 50 cents on the dollar. 
Robert Monroe, when asked as to the 
prospect, said the settlement of the 
bank's affairs would depend in part on 
the real.estate market and other busi- 
ness conditions. ä 

The elder Monroe died intestate, aad 
Robert Monroe and J. L. Hornsby, the 
latter a St. Louis lawyer, were appoint- 
ed administrators of his estate. An in- 
ventory, filed at Hillsboro a few days 
ago, gives the assets of the estate, ex- 
clusive of real estate, ‘at $265,000. This 
estimate, however, is said to include a 
large quantity of worthless and doubtful 
mining stock, listed at par value.

It Is “One of Greatest Evils To- 
day, He Tells New York 
Constitutional Convention. 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 1L—Provisions 
restricting “trial of cases by newspa- 
pers,“ providing for appointive judiciary 
facilitating the impeachment of Judges 
and eliminating grand juries and petit 
juries in civil cases, should be written 
into the State Constitution, former Pres- 
ident Taft told the judiciary committee 
of the constitutional convention today. 
He also advocated the retention of trial 
by jury with unanimous verdicts in 
criminal cases. 

“One of the greatest evils we have to- 
day.“ he said, is the practice of trial of 
cases by newspapers. This practice 
creates an atmosphere which it is hard 
for the court and jury to overcome. My 
suggestion would be that the Constitu- 
tion modify the freedom of the press 
provision to the extent, at least, of au- 
thorizing the Legislature to pass laws to 
protect the administration of justice 
against the abuse of the press.“ 

He condemned nominating Judges by 
direct primary as, he said, it gave the 
attorney who had figured in tome sen- 
sational law suit, or a popular idol, an 
unfair advantage over a man really 
qualified. 

The present system of grand jury in- 
dictment is adapted to preparation of 
perjured defense, Taft declared. An ac. 
cusation by the prosecuting officer is 
the substitute he proposed. 

In the trial of civil cases, he held that 
juries were unnecessary, added expense 
and wasted time. 

Concerning criminal cases, he said, 
the jury and unanimous verdicts should 
ve retained if for no other purposes than 
to “‘counteract the vicious danger of 
newspaper trials.“ .

Wall That Held Waters From 
Workings Near Joplin Shot 
Through by Blast. 


JOPLIN, Mo., June 11.—Six men are 
dead as a result of the flooding of the 
Longacre-Chapman mine at Neck City, 


20 miles north of here, last night. The 
men were working in a drift 700 feet 
long, 200 feet wide and 100 feet deep. A 
concrete structure built to prevent water 
from a large adjoining cave entering the 
pit in which the men were warking, was 
shot through by a charge of dynamite, 
and a flood of water 50 feet deep rushes 
into the mine. 

The dead men are W. Lester, Dan 
Hardendorf, Edward Spencer, Ray 
Woodman, Neck City; W. Smith, Pur- 
cell, and A. Harwood, Clinton, Migs. 

Ten men were in the mine at the time 
of the accident. Three hurried to anoth- 
er shaft and were hoisted from the 
ground. The six dead were caught and 
killed almost instantly. Martin Dunn 
was rescued. 

Three hundred miners hurried to the 
rescue and boats were lowered into the 
mine. The rescuers paddled about in the 
underground workings in vain effort to 
find the bodies. None had been recov- 
ered at noon today. 

All the men killed were partners op- 
erating the mine.

ALBANY, N. Y., June 1L—Provisiens 
restricting trial of cases by newspa- 
pers,“ providing for appointive judiciary 
facilitating the impeachment of Judges 
and eliminating grand juries and petit 
juries in civil cases, should be written 
into the State Constitution, former Pres- 
ident Taft told the judiciary committee 
of the constitutional convention today. 
He also advocated the retention of trial 
by jury with unanimous verdicts in 
criminal cases. 

“One of the greatest evils we have to- 
day.“ he said, is the practice of trial of 
cases by newspapers. This practice 
creates an atmosphere which it is hard 
for the court and jury to overcome. My 
suggestion would be that the Constitu- 
tion modify the freedom of the press 
provision to the extent, at least, of au- 
thorizing the Legislature to pass laws to 
protect the administration of justice 
against the abuse of the press.“ 

He condemned nominating Judges by 
direct primary as, he said, it gave the 
attorney who had figured in come sen- 
sational law suit, or a popular idol, an 
unfair advantage over a man really 
qualified. 


The present system of grand jury in- 


dictment is adapted to preparation of 
perjured defense, Taft declared. An ac. 
cusation by the prosecuting officer is 
the substitute he proposed. 

In the trial of civil cases, he held that 
juries were unnecessary, added expense 
and wasted time. 

Concerning criminal cases, he said, 
the jury and unanimous verdicts should
